BURNED FOR CENTURIES. 


Stories of the Wonderful 
Lamps of the Ancients. 

When the tomb of Palls, son of 
Hvander, whe is mentioned by Virgtl, 
was discovered about the twelfth cen- 
tury by a countryman digging near 
Rome, it Is said that a lamp was still 
burning over his head, which must 
have been lighted more than 2,000 
years before. 

Baptista Porta in his treatise on nat 
ural magie relates that about 1550 a 
marble sepulcher of the Roman period 
was discovered In an island near Na 
ples. On opening the room was found 
a vial containing a burning lamp. The 
lamp became extinct on breaking the 
vial and exposing the lamp to the open 
alr It was supposed that it had been 
concealed before the Christian era, and 
those who saw it reported that the 
lamp emitted a splendid flame. 

In 1550 a remarkable lamp was 
found near Atestes, Padau, by a rus- 
tle, who unearthed a terra cotta urn 
containing another urn In which was 
a lamp placed between two cylindrical 
vessels, one of gold and the other of 
silver. Each was full of a very pure 
liquid by whose virtue the lamp had 
been kept shining upward of 1,500 
years. 

This curious lamp was not meant to 
seare away evil spirits from a tomb, 
but was an attempt to perpetuate the 
profound knowledge of Maximus Oly- 
blus, who effected this wonder by his 
skill in the chemical art.

How Indians Tan Deerskin. 

The skin dressing of the Indians, 
both buffalo and deer skins, is general 
ily very beautiful and soft They 
| stretch the skin either on a frame or 
| on the ground, and after it has remain- 
ed there for three or four days, with 
the brains spread over the fleshy side, 
they graiu it with a sort of adz or 
chisel, After the process of graining, 
| though the skin is apparently beautt- 
fully finished, it passes through an- 
other process -that of smoking For 
this they hang the skin on a frame 
in a smoke proof house or tent. The 
fire 1s made at the bottom out of rot- 
ten wood, which produces a strong and 
pecullar smell, The fire nust be simoth- 
ered to make the smoke, The grained 
skins must be kept in the smoke for 
three or four days, and after this the 
skins will remain the same, 
even after being wet, which does not 
belong to the dressed skins lo civilized 
eountries.—"Life Amons the Indians.”

MARS’ SEASONS. 


Vital In the Vegetative Economy of 
the Planet's Year. 

Were Mars not an old planet, cor 

roborating by absence of cloud the 


general of planetary develop 
ment, our knowledge of it would have 
been slieht. To begin with, it enables 
hs to mark the permaneney in place of 
the planet’s features and to time 
their axial rotation, by which we come 
to knowledge of the planet's day. This 
day proves to differ little from our 
own in duration, being 24 hours 40 
minutes long Instead of 24 hours, Next 
it the tilt of the axis to the 
planet's orbital plane, a relation whieh 
cnuses the seasons of the year Now 
the Martian tilt as well as the Martian 
time of rotation turns out to be singu 
larly like our own, being, In fact, 24 
degrees as against 28'4 degrees for the 
earth, The year of Mars, however, is 
twice ours in length, whieh, joined to 
great eceentricity of orbit, gives it di 


course

northern hemisphere spring lasts 199 
days, summer 183, autumn Wy and 


Winter 158, while in its southern beml 
sphere the figures stand reversed 
The numbers have more than 
demic timportance, fok absolute length 
is as vital a factor in a in 
fluence as the fact of the season itself 
Much may be brought to pass in twice 
the time whieh could not develop in 
the shorter period, and it is not a little 
interesting that precisely this possibil 
ity actually turns out to vital in 
the vegetative economy of the planet's

There are two ways in which an ex 
plosive may be set off—by burning and 
by detonation, The burning process Is 
progressive from particle an 
other, as of fire In a grate, only Infinite 
ly more rapid. This process is adapted 
fo gunpowder, requiring, as it does, a 
very short time for the burning up of 
the explosive body, The other form of 
explosion, the detonative, being at 
throughout the mass, untitted 
for use In guns, which would be smash 
ed to but is adapted to shat 
tering or breaking such as 
blasting rocks in mining operations and 
bursting charges In shells, torpedoes 
and submarine mines.

All the Victims Who Died at the 
Stake Had Red Haltr. 
Soest, In Westphalia, Prussia, was 


the Salem of the Buropean witeh burn 
ing era, and, by the way, the witch- 
eraft delusion lasted for three or four 
centuries longer there than it did in 
the colony of Massachusetts Bay, The 
judicial tribunal before which all West 
phalian witches were forced to appear 
was called the vebm-gericht and was 
composed of the most superstitious set 
of bigots in the province, The trees are 
still standing under which this witeh 
trying congress regularly met on the 
commons of Soest, and the records of 
their proceedings are still to be found 


| in the archives at the town hall.

A report by one of Great Britain's 
consuls in Japan shows that the “Yan 
kees of the east” began to develop the 
putent medicine business long before 
the United States tore 
few little Atlantic coast hamlets 
is, in the vear 1682 

The business bad its origin at Toya 
ma, on the const Its founder 
ind patron was Prince Setho Maeda 
While daymio of the province tis mak 
ing of medicines for the poor attracted 
such attention that Bandal Jokan, a 
pliysiciun of Katakami, brought a sup 
aly of Han-Gon-Tan (“medicine that 
calls back the dead to life’), This was 
distributed from to door, to 
paid for when convenient, and from 
that time has been a popular remedy 

The industry root and flourish 
ed, Medicines were distributed tn the 
last century by thousands of agents 
Who made collections once a year, tak 
tng back unused supplies 

The medicines—none being tn Hquid 
form—are usually given suggestive 
names, like “brain healing pills’ and 
“heal everything Toyama 
has a spectal guild for loaning capital, 
a dealers’ club of 8.000 members, a pat 
ent medicine school and a patent medi 
cine magazine,—Philadelphia Press,

“Amos Track, at his house a little be 
low the Bell tavern in Danvers, makes 
tnd sells chocolate which he will war 
rant to be good and takes to 
grind, Those who may please to favor 
him with their custom may depend up 
on being well served, and at a very 
cheap rate.” 

This notice appeared in 
Gazette of Massachusetts on the 18th 
of June, 1771, five years before the 
signing of the Declaration of Independ 
ence, Despite Mr. Trask’s assurance 
that his rate was cheap, chocolate was 
very expensive and beyond the purse of 
any but the wealthy folk, Wouldn't 
they be surprised to see how generally 
chocolate Is sold these days in packages 
as cheap as a penny? 

When the Spanish soldier Cortes con 
quered Mexico in 1519 he found the

ANIMAL VISION. 


Its Acuteness Depends Upon the Size 
of the Eyeball. 

Dr. Alexander Behnefer investigated 
the vision of many animal species and 
found that the size of the eyeball is 
the principal factor of acuteness of 
vision, The bovine species has the 
sharpest sight. The second place Is oc- 
eupled by man and the horse, which 
have nearly eqim@l visual powers, the 
third by the sheep, Small and espe 
clally small eyed animals, whether 
mammals, birds, amphibla or reptiles, 
have very poor sight. Owls and buz 
zards are the only birds that possess 
great acuteness of vision. The low po 
sitions in the scale occupied by dogs, 
cats, bats and many fishes which feed 
upon living prey is contrary to all ex 
pectation, In the case of dogs and cer 
tain fishes lack of sharpness of vision 


is due to the great size of the retinal | 
It has long been known that | 


elements, 
dogs have such fndistinet vision that, 
as a rule, a dog ts not able to recognize 
his master by sight alone. 

These results emphasize the distinc 
tion between vision of motionless ob 
jects and yision of moving objects 
The latter faculty is necessarily keen 
In all animals of prey. A cat 1s little 
affected by the sight of motionless ob 
jects, but pounces on a fleeing mouse 
or a trailed string instantly and with 
unerring precision. <A trout will rise

FEED ON POND LILIES. 


Y4cose Are Exceedingly Fond of These 
Pretty Flowers.

Few people 
know that these flowers grow from 
thick snake-like root stocks which are 
80 firmly uttached to the bottom that 
(he strongest man cannot loosen them, 
It from these firmly moored root 
ttocks that the much admired leaves 
ind flowers strive toward the light.

SHOE SIZES. 


The Way They Were Arbitrarily Fixed 
by a Frenchman. 

Stockings have always been mens 
ured by the ineh from heel to toe, but 
the numbering of shoes was fixed a 
long*time ago by a Prenchman, and 
it's so long ago that only one New 
York dealer could be found who knew 
anything about it. Iiven he didn't 
know the inventor's name. 

The Frenchman permanently fixed 
the numbers of shoes for all Europe 
and America He arbitrarily decided 
that no human foot could possibly be 
sinaller than three and seven-eighths 
Inches, so, calling this point zero, he 
allowed one-third of an inch to a size 
and so built up his scale. Consequent 
ly a man cannot find ont the number 
of his own shoe unless he is an expert 
at exact arithmetic. And even then 
he Is likely to go wrong, because all 
shoe experts allow for the weight of 
the individual and the build of his foot 
before they try to determine what size 
shoe he ouglit to wear. 

As far as women's shoes are concern- 
ed the problem is still more difficult, 
becnuse many of the manufacturers, 
Insiend of keeping to the regular scale, 
have marked down their numbers one 
or two sizes in order to capture easily 
flattered customers. For this reason 
most dealers ask out of town custom- 
ers to send an old shoe with their or- 
ders. 

The system of measuring hats is much 
simpler, Any man can tell what size 
he wears by simply adding the width 
and length of the inner rim and then 
dividing by two. Orders can also be 
sent to the storekeeper by stating the 
circumference of the head.—New York 
Sun.

“Wherever you find salt or sulphur | un 
fprings,” says a gentleman connected along 
With the United States geological sur 
vey, “you tnay expect to find the bones 
of mastodons and other buge creatures 
that have now become extinct. dtany 
persons suppose that the presence of 
these bones In great vumbers indicates | 
that the animals had a sort of common | 
cemetery, like the llamas of Chile, 
which when they felt death coming on 
ilways made for the nearest stream ot 
pond and, if they could get there, died 
in the water, 

“That, however, is likely only a su- 
perstition, The mastodon bones in a 
salt or sulphur marsh indicates that 
the aniinals went there to drink the 
water and occasionally one got mired 
and was suffocated, The great num- 
bers of the bones do not prove that a 
whole herd of mastodons was drowned 
at once, but that one being mired 
ery year or so during several centuries 
would in time cause a great accumula 
tlon of boues Missourl has a bone 
marsh at Sulphur Springs; there is a 
great mine of them at the Salt Springs 
in Kentucky and at several places in 
Ohfo and Indiana where there 
saline springs, A great spring in Flor

Tenure of Office Act.

Flying Fish. 

At one time it was widely credited 
that fying fish possessed the power to 
aecelerate thelr passage through the 
alr by flapping their “wings,” as thetr 
enormously elongated pectoral fins are 
sometimes called. Had this been prov- 
ed these fish would have actually shar- 
ed with bats, birds and Insects a pow- 
er which has been denied to all other 
living creatures, But men of selence 
are now agreed that the motion of the 
fins sometimes seen when the fish 
leaves the water is merely a continun- 
tion of its swimming movement and In 
no way alds the passage of the fish 
through the air.

How a Hat Is Sized. 
©. writes that the size of a hat ts | 
talculated on a curious principle. It 
is the length plus the breadth divided 
by 2. Thus a head 8% inches long and 
6% Inches broad would require a hat 
tize of 14% divided by 2, which is 7%4 
Gladstone's size 
Your correspondent ©. is perfectly 
tight in his description of the curious 
way in which the size of a hat Is ob 
tained, writes G., but his sample di 
mensions are slightly misleading. Such 
an “oval” as Sy inches by 5% inches 
would searcely be tet with twice in 
a lifetime. The normal difference be- 
tween the length and width (technical- 
ly called the “oval”) is invariably 
through the gamut of sizes 11% Inches. 
Thus an ordinary 6% hat would meas- 
ure 744 Inches long and 6 inches wide 
and a 744 (four sizes bigger) 8 inches 
long and 614 Inches wide. The longest 


head I have measured in many thou- 
sands was 8% by 7%, which Is the 
equivalent of a 2% Inch oval. Needless 
to say, the Inside of the bat was the 
shape of a canalboal.

There has been some fear that he 
aight lose a part of the colored vote In 
this state, and it is quite possible that 
these fears may be realized. 

The Brownsville case has greatly ex 
cited the colored people all over the 
country, and Boston and the = other 
cities of the state are no exception to 
the general rule. There has been in 
tense feeling among the colored voters 
against President Roosevelt on account 
of his action in this case, and there Is a 
disposition among some, at least, of the 
colored people to oppose Mr. Taft 
cause of the stand taken by President 
Roosevelt 

The colored people claim six or eight 
thousand in the state, and some 
have said at least 50 percent will vote 
ugainst Mr. Taft. 

Taft Will Have Great Strength 

There is another element, however, 
which is liable to more than make up 
this defection, A great many young 
men of Irish birth or extraction, men 
who are great admirers of President 
Roosevelt, and who believe in the poli- 
cles which he has enunciated and put 
into foree, are going to vote for Mr 
‘Taftt because they believe he best repre 
the progressive sentiment and 
ideas of the day. There has been a 
zreat deal of this feeling in all the large 
cities of the commonwealth, and it is 
especially in Boston. It is be 
lieved that it will many times make up 
for any falling away from the normal 
Republican colored vote. 

Another thing which is particularly 
noticeable in Boston is the change ip 

the part of labor towards 
Taft. <At one time the atti- 
tude of the laboring men toward the 
secretary of war was extremely hos- 
tile. It must be admitted, however, that 
since his speaking in New York city, 
in which he detined his own attitude to- 
ward Inbor, there has been a tre- 
mendous change in the sentiments of 
labor and its organizations toward Mr 
Taft. It is well known that a great 
many of the most prominent labor lead- 
ers In the country are very friendly to- 
ward him, and that they have regarded 
his candidacy with the utmost favor, 
and considered him the best man of all 
the for the Republican 
nomination, so far as the interests of 
labor are concerned.

Boston Elevated Consolidation

measure is designed to reduce the run 
ning expenses of the two organizations 
and will make a large saving In office 
expenses, It seemed inevitable that 
this action should be taken at some time, 
since the two corporations are operated 
as one and have been for several years 

The measure to increase the powers 
of the finance commission of the city 
of Boston has found general favor with 
the legislature. This bill is designed to 
give the finance commission, which has 
been Investigating the affairs of the 
elty and which has uncovered a great 
inany crooked transactions of past ad 
ministrations, further power to further 
investigate, to compel witnesses to 
come into court, and to testify when 
called. It is a measure rendered neces 
sary by the reluctance and unwilling 
ness of men to tell the truth when sum 
moned before the commission. 

The committee on railroads has heard 
all parties on the New Haven-Boston 
and Maine merger bill and the report of 
the committee will now claim the at- 
tention of both branches. There seems 
to be a general impression at the pres 
ent time that no action will be had on 
this measure at the present session.

The Rodents Wil! Eagerly Enter It and 
Cannot Get Out. 

Rats may readily be induced to Jump 
er drop into any receptacle, especially 
if it affords them adequate conceal 
ment, und they do this without one lin 
wering of their Inability to 
reach the only existing outlet when the 
time for retreat approaches 

Thus traps on this principle may 
readily be designed and are obviously 
preferable to our rat traps where the 
animals are numerous, 

In Burma, where the rats are a per- 
fect pest, they use a jar trap, which te 
thus described by a traveler 

“The common Pegu jar 1 used was 
about one and a half or two feet deep 
and fourteen or fifteen inches broad,

A FIREPROOF TREE. 


The Chaparro, One of South America’s 
Natural Curiosities. 

On the vast plains of Colombia and 
the north of South America, called sa- 
Vannus, which are parched with heat 
except during the rainy season, there 
Is one of the greatest of natural curi- 


osities, a tree called the chaparro, 
Which is fireproof 

It is the custom of the Colombian 
herdsinen to clear the ground by 
meuns of fire for the new vegetation, 
Which springs up so Iuxuriantly in 
these regions after the rainy season. 
But not even the intense heat of a 
prairie fire affects the chaparro tree. 
It survives the flames to afford a wel- 


come shade in an otherwise treeless 
country 

It is small tree, seldom growing 
to mere than twenty feet in height, 
with o girth of about three feet It 
owes its curious immunity from fire 
to the nature of its hard, thick bark. 
The bark lies on the trunk in loose 
layers, which do not readily conduct 


heat to the more delicate parts of the 
structure

MINE TIMBERS. 


They Add Eight Cents to the Cost of 
Each Ton of Anthracite. 

The cost of every ton of anthracite is 
increased 8 cents by the expeuse of the 
mine timbers, ‘To supply these tim 
bers, says the Vegetarian Mugazine, 
requires each year the product of ap- 
proximately 150,000 acres of forest. 

Timber is used for cross ties for 
tram roads in the muin haulage ways, 
as wooden rollers and us props, A set 
of gangway timber consists of two 
legs, cominonly nine or ten feet long 
and about thirteen inches In diameter, 
and a collar six or seven feet long 
‘These sets ure placed op up average at 
intervals of five feet. One gungway 
frequently contains 1,000 sets, upd teu 
guugways to a colliery is not an un 
usual number. 

The average life of the timber 
hardly above two yeurs. Forty-five pet 
cent of the timbers are destroyed by 
decay, while breakage, wear and in 
sects destroy the remainder. By peel- 
ing the timbers and properly seasouing 
them und especially by giving them 
treatment in oils or chemical salts 
their length of service is materially in 
creased,

The Marble and the Pencil.

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“FLAG DAY.” 


Oo June 14, 1777, one hundred and 
thirty-one yeara ago next Sunday, the 
Congress of the United States adopted 
the present American Flag, made by 
Betsey Ross at Philadelphia, as the 
National Emblem. In later times Flag 
Day associations were organized, and 
the anniversary is now  patriotically 
observed. 

Charlies C. Burton, Commander-in- 
Chief ot the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, has issued the following 


ORDER: 


“By the Rules and Regulations all 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic are directed to observe June 
14th as Flag Day. [pn 1908 June 14th 
occurs on Sunday. While I can not 
conceive that the display of the Stars 
and Stripes, the emblem of ‘that 
righteousness which exalteth a Nation,’ 
could in any way be regarded as a 
desecration of the Sabbath, atill, out 
of deference for the opinions of those 
who may possibly think otherwise, I 
request that the comrades observe 
Saturday, the 13th.” 


The National Tribune of Washing- 
ton, official organ of the G. A. R., 
adds: ‘*This calls attention of all 
Veterans to a duty they should be glad 
to perform.” 


RESPECT FOR THE FLAG, 


The Sons of the Revolution in the 
State of New York give the following 
ceremonies in order to show proper re- 
spect for the Flag: 

It should not be hoisted before sun- 


tise nor allowed to remain up after 
sunset. 

At “retreat,”’ sunset, civilian specta- 
tors should stand at “attention” and 


uncover during the playing of the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” Military spectators 
are required by regulation to stand at 
“attention,” and give the military salute. 

When the National Colors are passing 
on parade, or in review, the spectators 
should, if walking, halt, and if sitting, 


arise and stand at attention and un- 
cover. 

When the Flag is flown at half-staff 
ave sign of mourning it should be 


hoisted to full staff at the conclusion of 
the funeral, 

In placing the Flag at half-staff it 
should first be hoisted to the top of the 
staff and then lowered to position; and 
preliminary to lowering from half-staff 
it should be first raised to the top. 

On Memorial Day, May 30, the Fiag 
should fly at half-staff from sunrise to 
noon; and full staff from noon to sun- 
set. 


The Woburn G.A.R. Posts are 
expected to observe the Day in a suit- 
able manner to-morrow.

Honor to State 


HIS RECORD AN EMINENT ONE 


As Congressman and Senator Has 
Done Great Work For Massachu- 


setts--Consular Reforms Oue to 


His Efferts 


The selection of United States Sena 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu 
tetis to act as permanent chairman of 
the Republican national convention at 
Chicago is not only a distinguished 
honor to our sentor senatar, but is alse 
one of the highest honors which could 
be paid to the great commonwealth 
which he represents. It is the mest ini 
portant position in the proceedings of 
national convention, and it was be 
stowed upon him because of his great 
eminence asd ability as a member of 
the upper house of congress 

Probably no man since the days of 
Sumner who has represented Massa- 
chusetts in the national senate has 
taken a higher rank In that body than 
Mr. Lodge, or been more persistently 
misjudged at home, If one were to 
make even a cursory examination of the 
record which Mr, Lodge has made dur- 
ing his career in congress he would 
find it one of great achievement and 
full of distinguished services, not only 
for his native commonwealth, but for 
the whole country. It is so easy to mis- 
interpret the motives of public men, tu 
{impute to them purposes of which they 
never dpeamed, and to charge them 
with cSaracteristics and qualities 
Wholly foreign to their natures, that it 
fs perhaps not surprising in these days 
of newspaper exploitation that | Mr. 
Lodge should be called upon to sutfer 
the common fate. 

One of the most Important benefits 
which has heen rendered to the busi- 
ness of the country In recent years was 
the reform of the consular service. Uv 
to that time the consulships of — this 
country were doled out as political 
patronage every time there was a po- 
litical change In a national administra- 
tion. Our consuls in foreign countries 
were a byword among the nations of 
the earth, Men wholly untitted for ex- 
tremely inyportant positions as consuls 
in various parts of the world were ap- 
pointed to those places almost wholly 
by reason of political pull. The fitness 
of the appointees for the duties which 
they were to perform, in many cases, 
hardly entered into the appointment. 

Reformed the Consular Service 

Senator Lodge Introduced In tive sue- 
cessive congresses a bill to reform the 
consular service, a bill designed to do 
away with the abuses then existing in 
order that the business iuterests of the 
country engaged in foreign commerce 
might have the advantages possessed 
by other countries of capable and expe- 
rienced cousuls at forelgn ports or 
points who would among other dutles 
aid in the introduction of American 
goods. For tive successive congresses 
this hill got po farther than the ealen- 
dar It was, however, In this way kept 
pProminent?y before the public, and a 
strong favorable sentiment was cre- 
ated among business men and Mer- 
chants’ associations, and which finally 
became a dtetinct force behind it. Two 
years ago Secretary Root and Senator 
Lodge drafted a new bill which was {n- 
troduced by Mr, Lodge in the senate, 
reported by committee and finally en- 
acted. While of the provisions 
for examination and promotion, which 
Mr. Lodge especially valued, were lost, 
the bill when it became law effected 
great improvements. It graded the 
consulates in {t abolished all 
fees, and equalized salaries, advancing 
uniformly those for underpaid posts. 
By department regulations, made since 
the passage of this law, regular promo- 
Uons have taken the place of haphazard 
appointments to any grade, a larger de- 
gree of permanency has been secured, 
new appoinunents are made only — to 
the lowest grade, and thorough examl- 
nitions have taken the place of the old 
and merely formal ones, The bill also 
established a force of consular inspee- 
tors which is having a very great influ 
ence in improving the service, and ip 
weeding out Incompetent men

His speech in the house before

The result could 
ply be a prolonged struggle on the part 
of congressional representatives of each 
section to see that those looking to 
them for protection might be served 
as favorably as any other section. The 
industries @f Massachusetts were 80 
compiex and tinportant that Senators 
Hoar and Lodge were compelled for 
many weeks to give many hours a day 
and often many hours at night to the 
fonsideratlon 4nd guarding of these in- 
terests. They carried the multifarious 
Industries of the state through the tar 
Iff successfully and with general satis- 
faction to this entire section 

Senator Lodge has jong been a mem- 
ber of the committee on foreign rela-

ment Which enabled the senate to pass 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty, which is 
the only reciprocity treaty that has 
gone into operation and been success 
ful 

Spanish Peace Treaty 

Senator Lodge and Senator Ald- 
fich had charge of the canvass, 
which, after a heated struggle, result 
ed in the ratification of the treaty of 
peace with Spain, with only two votes 
to spare, He also had charge of the 
treaty for the settlement of the Alaskan 
boundary, and was one of the American 
judges upon the tribunal constituted 
under that treaty, It is Interesting (to 
note that the decision of that tribunal, 
Which was in part framed by Senator 
Lodge, was an almost complete victory 
for the United States, and gave us pos- 
session of the entire coast and all the 
inlets. 

Ever since the war with Spain and 
the creation of a committee to take 
charge of Philippine affairs Senator 
Lodge has been chairman of this most 
Important committee. At the time the 
committee was organized the commit 
tee on committees insisted that the 
chairmanship should be taken by Sena 
tor Lodge, It was a tusk which he 
neither sought nor desired, as the labors 
Involved were at that time and are now 
extremely heavy. All the Vhilippine 
legislation since that date has been re- 
ported to the senate by Senator Lodge 
and its passage secured through his in 
fluence. 

To Senator Lodge, Senator Spooner 
once said in regard to this work: “You 
have done splendid constructive work 
in the Philippines. You have, beyond 
even our ‘expectations,’ and they were 
great, (1 was on the committee) vindi- 
cated the wisdom of the committee 
which chose you to be chairman of the 
committee on the Philippines, We 
realized how much statesmanship, ina 
conservative way, and patient toil it 
would involve and you have tilled the 
measure to overtiowing.” 

In the Fifty-Ninth congress Senator 
Lodge made two speeches on the rate 
bill which attracted the attention of the 
country, and he was the author of the 
amendment which became part of the 
law, bringing the pipe lines within the 
operation of the act. 


What Massachusetts Has Received 

From July 1, 1803, to July 1, 1906, at 
the close of the lust session of the Fifty- 
Ninth congress, Massachusetts had 
actually had appropriated to ber a total 
of $7,828,105.20 for river and harbor im- 
provements. These include the im- 
provements in Gloucester harbor, Fall 
River harbor, Lynn harbor, the Boston 
harbor channel, the Wood's Hole chan- 
nel and the Harbor of Refuge at Sandy 
bay, Rockport. In all these appropria- 
tious the influence of Mr. Lodge was 
paramount, 

In the second session of the Fifty- 
Ninth congress, which came to an end 
In IS97, a total of $2,225,783 was appro 
priated for rive?s and harbors in Massa- 
chusetts, including the appropriations 
for the Nantucket Shoals light, the 
Buzzard’s bay improvements and the 
Hedge Fence Shoals light, amounting 
In all to $245,000.000; and which Sena- 
tor Lodge was chiefly responsible for 
securing. ‘To Mr, Lodge also belongs 
the credit for securing the Boston ligat 
ship, and the establishment of the 
Graves light at the entrance of the bar- 
bor, for it was only through his per- 
sistence that these appropriations were 
granted. If we add the $2,225,783.00 
appropriated for rivers and harbors in 
the second session of the Fifty-Ninth 
congress to the  $7,828,105.20 appro- 
priated from July 1, 18038, to the close of 
the first se¢sion of the Fifty-Ninth con- 
gress, we have a total of $10,048 838 20 
to Mussachusetts In the last. fifteen 
years 

Such work ae this can hardly be du 
plicated in the career of any other sen 
ator, If Massachusetts Is not proud 
of her senior senator she shows a lack 
ing in gratitude which is certainly not 
to her credit, but inWeations are not 
wanting that Mr, Lodge is today held 
in higher esteem by the people of this 
commouwealth than ever before in bis 
Career,

1 You Draw Up Your Own, Stick to 
the Most Simple Terms. 

‘Tf the people,” said a lawyer, “who 
for whatever reason prefer to draw 
wills without resorting to legal advice 
would keep just one thing tn mind a 
lot of trouble would be saved. It Is 
nothing save insistence on simplicity. 
Simplicity Is the main thing to make 
a will effective, and apparently it Is 
the one thing that the will makers for- 
get about. High sounding words and 
half remembered law phrases come to 
their minds, and into the documents 
there verbal extravagances go. There 
appears to be a popular impression 
that, for example, to say ‘I give and 
bequeath’ Is a stronger way of saying 


‘I give.” Again, take the «matter of 
directions, Here a desire to be explicit 
frequently results in contradictions, 


and the longer a sentence in a will ts 
the more likelihood there is of its be- 
ing open to mininterpretation. 

“No will should be drawn without 
at least a couple of drafts having been 
made of It, each one being gone over 
carefully with the idea of simplifying 
and clarifying it. Give the time to it 
that the Importance of the action de 
mands, Know what you want to do 
and study out the best way of ex- 
pressing yourself. Don't put off mak 
ing a will, I'm superstitious enough 
to consider that tempting fate. And 
when a will is drawn remember that 
it has no legal binding unless the sfg- 
nature is witnessed by two persons, 
who must themselves witness the doc- 
ument in the presence of the testator 
and each other.”—New York Press,

ORIGIN OF THE HORSE. 


The Modern Animal a Cross Between 
Two Ancient Breeds. 

In Wissen fur Alle Professor Koenig 
discusses in some detail the origin of 
the horse of today. Te tinds that the 
horse of neolithic thnes wae pot spe 
elfically distinet from the horse of the 
present, While there is no doubt that 
the horse of that period was used by 
mean far food, there seems to be no con 
elusive evidence as to whether It was 
domesticated or not, Tis own opinion 
however, Is that It was probably do 
mesticated, 

The horse of that time was closely 
allied to the tarpan or semiwild horse 


that lived in southern Russia up to a 
century ago. This was a “hog maned,” 
short legged, large headed beast. It 


seems probable that the domesticated 
horses of the Germans of Caesar's tlie 
were derived from this breed. 

The Egyptians had horses as early 
as 1900 B.C. These were long maned, 
more like the Arab horses, and came 
from Assyria. Where the Assyrians 
obtained them is unknown, but it was 
probably from southern Asia, where 
this long maned breed has been devel 
oped tn all probability as the result of 
long continued domestication. The 
modern horse js a cross between these 
two breeds, with a further mixture of 
the Arab horse. This Arab horse, too, 
was Itself a descendant of the earller 
long Maned horse, 

The origin of the long maned horse is 
4 matter of doubt, but Professor Koe 
hig tlilnks it may have been from an 
extinet Indian species, 


Women Who Marry at Thirty-five. 

A German doctor lays it down as a 
well established fact based on close 
observation that women who do not 
marry until thirty-five or thereabout 
fnvariably achieve matrimonial suc- 
cess. Why women of this particular 
uge should make more successful mar- 
rlages than those who fall victims to 
love’s young dream ts fairly obvious. 
When a young woman marries be- 
tween thirty and forty she either does 
so for companionship, choosing her 
mate accordingly, or from need, in 
which case she also chooses with a 
certain amount of care. She has no

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TAFT AND SHERMAN. 


Theo Republicans did « good job at 
their National convention in Chicago 
last week. They were at it about four 
days, because they would do nothing 
in haste to be repented of at leisure, 
and the result of their labors fully justi- 
fied the moderate pace at which they 
went along. 

U.S. Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
this State, as presiding officer, scored 
a 10 strike. On accepting the gave! 
he made the greatest political speech 
of modero times. As leader of the 
badly defeated ‘‘Allie,” or the faction 
opposed to Taft, U. S. Senator Murray 
Crane of Massachusetts did not capture 
anv honors. 

On the first ballot for a Presidential 
candidate Secretary of War, Hon. 
William H. Taft of Ohio received 702 
votes, or over 200 more than were 
necessary for a choice. This was 
expected, for President Roosevelt had 
said Taft would be nominated on the 
first ballot. It was so decided monthe 
before by the people. Of his fitness 
for the high office of President of the 
United States a leading Democratic 
paper has this to say: 

“Of the nominee for President only 
words of commendation can be spoken 
His life, both public and private, has 
been above reproach, his ability 
proved, his executive capacity put to 
the test. In every place in which he 
has been tried he has not been found 
wauting, and his long experience in 
aod familiarity with affairs of State 
has prepared him for the performance 
of the larger duties which will devolve 
upon him, if his nomination shall be 
ratified at the polls next November. 
Probably uo man in the Republican 
party is worthier than he of the honor 
that has been conferred upon him.” 

Hon. James S. Sherman of New 
York was nominated for the office of 
Vice-President on the first ballot by 
even a larger vole than that cast for 
Taft. The New York delegation were 
a unit for bim, and all the other candi 
dates had to yield to the demands of the 
Empire State. This, no doubt, secures 
N. Y. forthe Republican ticket next 
November. Gov. Guild of this State 
received about 75 votes for Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Massachusetts delegation 
voting solid for him. 

Mr. Sherman, the nominee for Vice- 
President, is a leading New Yorker, a 
resident of Utica, now in the prime of 
life. He has represented the Utica 
District in Congress for the last 20 
years, aod is still a member of the 
National House of Representatives 
He is a mano of high standing, so they 
tell us, and of wide influence in his 
State, and is greatly respected for his 
ability and hooesty, at home and in 
Congress.

GROVER CLE VELAND DEAD, 


At 8 30 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, June 24, Ex-President Grover 
Cleveland died at his home at Prince- 
ton,,N J. He had been failing in 
health for some months, but his passing 
was sudden and unexpected. 

Mr. Cleveland served 8 years as 
President, having been elected in 1884 
and 1892. He was the last of the Ex- 
Presidenta. 


[ According to the arrangement 
made by 20th Republican District Com- 
mittee Burlington and Reading are 
entitled to the two Representatives this 
coming fall. ‘The Woburo members 
of the Committee, or some of them, at 
least, opposed the proposed classifica- 
tion, but the Reading members refused 
to yield and adopt what the former 
claimed was a fairer distribution of 
the plums.

Woburn, by the compact, loses 
but one member in the 10 years, but, 
really, ought uot to have been sub- 
jected to the loss. The arrangement, 
however, insures another term for 
Representative James W. Killam, 
which will be entirely satisfactory to 
the Republicans of the District. Ip 
the Legislature of the present year he 
represented this District in a manner 
highly creditable to himself and bis 
constituents. He is a business man of 
ability, honest aod upright, and during 
the session just ended was invariably 
found voting on the right side of all 
important questions,

Plated Tin Spoons. 

Here is one way of making spoons, 
the process described being used in 
the manufacture of one variety of tin 
plated spoons, 

In its original form the material 
from which these spoons are made 
comes in long thin strips of steel rolled 
to a uniform thickness, The strips are 
twelve or fifteen feet tn length and 
of a width sutlicient for the length of 
the spoon to be made, These strips 
tre fed futo a cutting machine, which 
cuts off pieces, each of suificient size 
for making a spoon, these being sim- 
ply so many small, flat pieces of sheet 
steel. 

Then these blanks are put through a 
grader, a machine with powerful rolls, 
which so works the metal as to make 
it thinner in those parts of the blank 
that are to form the bowl and the 
handle of the spoon and thicker in the 
middie of the length of the blank 
from whieh the shank of the spoon 
will be made, so that it will be the bet- 
ter able to bear the bending strain that 
will be put upon the spoon in use. 

From the grader the blank goes Into 
a drop press, which cuts it into the 
outline form of a spoon, though from 
this press it comes out still flat. 

Then in another press the bowl of 
the spoon Is formed, and then in still 
another the handle, and so at last 
you have the spoon in its complete 
spoon shape in steel, ready now to be 
plated by dipping it in molten tin— 
New York Sun.
